WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Ont of 


the chaos which has existed tn Rus- 
sia since the overthrow of the Ker- 
ensky Government by the Bolishev‘ki 
there is emerging a centra! authority 
which officials and diplomats here 
hope will be able to establish order 
and renew the fight against the com- 
mon enemy. 

Official information has reached 
the Russian embassy that the Pan- 


Russian conference at Cufa, Eu- 
ropean Russia, which has been rec- 
ognized by all the provisional Gov- 
ernments opposing the Bolshevikl, 
including the Siberian Governmoe tt, 
has constituted a committee of five 
as the lawful! authority for all lus- 
sia. This committee will be respon- 
sible to the constituent assembly of ali 
Russia which will convene next Jan. 
1, provided 250 members attend. 
The committee of five set up as the 
sovereigr authority is composed of 
Thichaivsky of the Government of 
the North at Archangel, Vologodsky 
head of the Western Siberian Gov- 
ernment, Astor former Mayor ol 
Moscow and member of the Consti- 
tutional Democratic party, Lieuten- 
ant-General Boldiereff and Avksen- 
tieff. ; 

Summary of Announcement. 

The dispatch to the Russian em- 
bassy summarized itn this statement, 
in part: 
“As the separate provinces of Rus 
sia are being delivered from the yoke 
of Bolshevism, the temporary organs 
of legal authority are reconstituting 
and reuniting themselves. On the 
territory of European Russia there 
were concentrating, under the au- 
thority of a committee of members 
of the constituent assembly of all 
Russia, while in Siberia they were 
rallying under the provisional gov- 
ernment of Siberia. 
“The committee of the members 
of the Constituent Assembly of all 
Russia consists of all the members of 
the Constituent Assembly which have 
gathered in Samara, except who be- 
long to the factions of the Bolsheviki 
end of the social revolutionists of the 
Left, members of such factions being 
considered as having renounced their 
titles of members of Constituent As- 
sembly and therefore having lost 
their right to join the committee. 
Rejects Separate Peace. 

“The committee of the members 
of the Constituent Assembly units, 
political parties which remain loyal 
to the allies, reject any idea of sep- 
Arate peace, do not recognize the 
treaty of Brest-Litovsk, have decid- 
ed to continue the war against the 
Bolsheviki and Germans in alliance 
with the Czecho-Slovaks.” 

The committee aims to create a 
united and powerful Government and 
represents itself as the source of au- 
thority and considers itself as suc- 
eessor to the late Provisional Govern- 
ment of all Russia. 


200,000 in Siberian Army. 


A dispatch to the Russian Em- 
bassy from Golovatcheff, Assistant 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
Omsk Government, says that an 
army of more than 200,000 men had 
been formed in Siberia by conscrip- 
tion and that there are 30,000 offi- 
cers available to train and lead it. 

With the safe arrival of Consul- 
General Poole at Stockholm from 
Moscow, additional information 
concerning conditions in Central 
Russia have reached the State De- 
partment. 

The massacre of Russian citizens 
In Moscow was continuing Sept 9, 
with about 150 executions nightly. 
More than 1000 persons had been 
shot in retaliation for the attempt 
to kill Lenine, the Bolsheviki Pre- 
mier. 


1100 Hostages Held. 

Information also has reached the 
State Department that on Sept. 15 
the most violent element of the RBol- 
sheviki wer in control in Petrograd 
and were carrying out a cold-blood- 
ed terror. People were being ar- 
rested en masse and unknown num- 
bers were shot daily at Kronstadt 
alone. 

It was reported that 1700 persona. 
mostly former officers, were being 
held as hostages for the lives of the 
Bolshevik! commissars. 

On an order from Moscow the tn- 
formation said 46 Englishmen were 
tmprisoned early this month on pre- 
tense that they had to do with the 
killing of Uritsky, head of the So- 
viet Committee for the Supression 
of the Counter Revolution. There 
also were 20 odd French citizens in 
the game prison.

THE TEUTONIC CRIMINALS. 


From the In@flanapolis News. 
N writing of the earnestness of Ameri- 


cans in the war, and their determina- 
tion to fight it through to victory, the 
American correspondent of the London 
Times quotes the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger as saying that there is “a growing 
feeling that the Kaiser and his accom- 
plices down to the subordinate officers 
upon whom atrocities can be saddled, 
should be punished individually.” “Talk 
of this kind,” says the Times writer, “is, 
of course, exaggerated, but there can be 
no doubt that it does indicate the general 
line upon which the popular attitude to- 
ward the war is being crystallized.” Why 
should it be said that this sort of talk is 
“exaggerated ?”’ 

At the meeting of bankers in this city 
during the present week, Mr. E. B. Clare- 
Avery, vice president of the City Na- 
tional Bank of New York, said _ that 
“those who have shot innocent Belgians, 


indicted as 
murderers and forthwith shot.” This 
man is no agitator or extremist; on the 
contrary, he is engaged in a business 


that tends to make men careful, cau- 
tious and conservative. In this country 
there is a very strong feeling, as was 
proved several years ago, that “guilt is 
personal,” and that no one is so highly 
placed as to be exempt from punishment 
for crime.

Predic- 
tions are freely made that this will 
be the case, and recipes for alcoholic 
drinks are already going around. 
Curiously enough, most of these come 
from the South. Just as we learned 
when white flour became scarce that 
only the South knew how to make 
cornbread, so we learn now that only 
the South knows anything about dis- 
tilling liquor. (Possibly only the 
South knows anything about anything; 
but that is of course at this time a 
presumption.) t is also thought that 
private stills will be put on the market 
by people like Sears & Roebuck, who 
never overlook a bet of this sort. We 
shall perhaps be able to buy one for 
about $6; and in the evening, instead 
of playing billiards or bridge, we can 
operate the home distillery. We are a 
great people to go in for a thing, and 
it is not unlikely that our enthusiasm 
for distilling our own liquor may in 
time equal that we had once for de 
veloping and printing kodak pictures.

IN FRANCE, Aug. 31.—The ailment) 
incident to modern warfare and high | 
explosives which attained wide and | 
evil fame as “shell shock” has been 
divested of much of its mystery and 
all of its terror by the persistent la- 
bors of the group of scientists whose 
attention it engaged when it first ap- 
peared in the military hospitals. [It 
is “war neurosis’ now, and as such 
is treated calmly and intelligently as 
a nervous derangement which is the 
most assuredly curable of all afflic- 
tions of war. 
| The concentrated result of the 

study directed at this peculiar dis- 
ease is embodied in Base Hospital 
| No. 117 of the American Expedition- 
-ary Force which handles war neuro- 
'sis cases exclusively, a condition |. 
which obtains in no other American 
hospital up to this time. Out of the 
mass of information and knowledge 
gained by American, Sritish and 
French doctors, one of the most in- 
teresting is that you cannot tell be- 
forehand who will fall a victim to 
war neurosis and who will not. 

Too Much Misinformation. 

So many and varied have been the 
stories concerning “shell shock” and 
so alarming was it made to appear) 
that army doctors who are charged | 
withe study of the disease, the inves- 
tigation of its causes and the treat- 
ment of the sufferers have become 
_chary of discussing these _ things, 

fearing that further contributions 
will be made to the fund of misin- 
formation already in existence con- 
-eerning them. This article, which 
does not pretend to go deeply into 
the technical portion of the work or 
the mechanism of the disease, has 
been read by one of the chiefs of 
the hospital. It meets his approval 
‘as an exposition of the question by 
'a layman for laymen. 

Out of information gained by 
study at the hospital, and nearly 
all unpublished, these facts stand 
| out: War neurosis does not depend 
upon any condition of bad heredity 
or neuropathic tendencies in the sol- 
dier. Less than 2 per cent would 
fall under this class. <Any soldier 
under given conditions of stress, fa- 
tigue, lack of food or water, or both, 
sleeplessness and over-exertion may 
develop war neurosis. The most 
common immediate factor wound in 
between 40 and 60 per cent of the 
cases is the sudden concussion of the 
nervous system due to the explosion 
of a shell in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the soldier which is worn 
by the trials enumerated. Thus he 
is concussed without any material 
damage to his nervous system. 

The theory, very popular in the 
early stages of the war, thata physi- 
cal change such as the precipitation 
of fatty globules in the blood, caused 
“shell shock,” has been abandoned 
as false. 

Special Hospital Used. 

Base Hospital No. 117 is a special 
hospital for war neurosis, It is lo- 
cated near a village in Lorraine, 
about thirty miles from the front. It 
is not in the district which is shelled, 
but the sound of the big guns can 
be clearly heard on a still night. It 
is in what is called the advanced zone 
of the service of supplies. The hos- 
pital was opened for full duty on 
June 11, 1918, but it had been oper- 
ating as a field hospital for two 
months at that time. It has a capac- 
‘ity of 800 beds in the hospital prop- 
er, 140 in the convalescent camp at- 
tached, and besides these beds there 
is accommodation for 50 officer pa- 
tients, partly in a chateau and partly 
in wards. 

The purpose of the hospital is to | 
cure the soldier suffering from any | 
of the various types of war neurosis, 
and, in the shortest possible time, to 
turn him again into a useful soldier. 
The ideal constantly kept in mind, 
according to the chief medical of- 
ficer, is “Cured and back to @uty.” 
| This spirit, which pervades the med- 
|ical and nursing staff, is constantly 

imparted to the patients from their 
entry to the hospital to their depar- 
| ture. This same spirit, it may be 
| mentioned, is and must be the guid- 
'ing star of all army hospitals. It is 
one of the stern necessities of war 
that every hospital must do all in its 
power to restore, at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, the fighting men to 


“War Neurosis” Now. 

The term “shell shock” was aban- 
doned by the American expeditionary 
force, not only because it was a sad 
misnomer and carried a false idea, 
but because it had a peculiar evil 
| mental effect on some soldiers both 
| before coming to France and after 
battle experiences. War neurosis was 
chosen because it had a more exact 
significance. It means any of the va- 
rious types of shock to the nervous 
system of a soldier, received ir open 
fighting, trench warfare or any other 
duty, which is so serious as to dis- 
able him from duty. At this hospital, 
14 different clinical types have been 
recognized and classtfied. Under none 
of the conditions included in war 
neurosis is the nervous system or- 
ganically injured, therefore in every 
case recovery is not only possible but 
extremely probable, provided that 
the patient is treated soon enough 
and adequately by those who have 
made a special study of the medical 
problems the case presents. 

The staff of the hospital is com- 
posed of men of special training tn 
_neurology and psychiatry. The per- 
manent personnel was collected in 
America and trained in Allentown, 
Pa., by Lientenant-Colonel Clarence 
Bell, who is the comamnding offi- 
cer of the hospital.

HE ‘styles this year will nat-

We are 
at war, 4d we know that the 
army needs all the wool we can 
spare. So fabrics such as velvet, 
velveteen and heavy satin, also 
novelty weaves in heavy silk jer- 
sey, are introduced for the smart- 
est fall frocks, with sometimes & 
portion of serve or other woolen 
fabric to afford suitable warmth.
